Eagles 

enter 

league

The Romulus Eagles appar- 
ently can now build its nest in 
the controversial MEGA 
League, a regional sports divi- 
sion containing 23 teams. 

Superintendent Dr. William 
Bedell said he met with two 
lawyers representing the 
MEGA League last Friday, 
while school was out because 
of the heavy snowstorm. With 
Romulus now technically in 
the league, the lawyers said 
the search will now begin for a 
24th team to even out the divi- 
sions. 

Asked when Romulus 
would be allowed to enter the 
league that contains several 
divisions, Bedell said “as far 
as I know it is immediately.” 

If the information proves to 
be true, Bedell expects to can- 
cel the two anti-discrimination 
lawsuits the district has filed 
with the Michigan Civil Rights 
Commission and the National 
Department of Education Civil 
Rights unit 

The lawsuits are considered 
part of the battle for entrance 
into the league which is made 
up primarily of Wayne County 
schools. 

Bedell had said earlier that 
Romulus was being passed 
over for MEGA League mem- 
bership because of its 35 per- 
cent Afro-American school 
population. 

Romulus meanwhile coun- 
tered with the fact that the Ea- 
gles now have one of the finest 
athletic complexes in the 
county and have been recip- 
ients of various letters of com- 
mendation from other school 
district officials for their good 
sportsmenship. 

In his initial outcry Bedell 
had said the only other Wayne 
County high school to be ig- 
nored was Highland Park, 
which is 99.95 Afro-American 
students. 

Romulus Athletic Director 
Jesse Meriweather said he has 
had many positive comments 
from MEGA League officials 
about entry in the sports com- 
petitions in recent months, but 
has yet to receive an official 
letter. “Until I get that letter 
which states we are in written 
in black and white, I remain a 
little cautious.” 

“We expect to be involved 
this fall, but nothing is cast in 
stone yet,” he said. 

Bedell said he was told by 
the MEGA League lawyers that 
the Eagles also need to offer 
three 9th grade sports teams 
each for both boys and girls. 

He expects it to be football, 
basketball and baseball for 
the boys and volleyball, bas- 
ketball and softball for the 
girls.

The almost $4 million Eu- 
reka Road reconstruction pro- 
ject slated to begin this April 
was supported once again by 
the City Council Monday night, 
despite some mild disclaimers 
about the $46,000 cost assess- 
ment for the city. 

The construction effort filed 
under Wayne County’s Road 
Improvement Program will in- 
clude widening and recon- 
struction of Eureka Road from 
Wahrman Road to approx- 
imately 1.2 miles east of the 
Wayne Road/Detroit Metro 
Airport South Access Road. 

The road project is ex- 
pected to take most of the sum- 
mer for completion. 


A 34-year-old Romulus wo- 
man has been charged with 
stealing more than $375,000 
from the bank savings of a Al- 
zheimer’s Disease victim she 
had been hired to care for, Ro- 
mulus police said.

The tragic and mysterious 
events leading up to the shoot- 
ing death of 6-year-old James 
Allen Hunt have apparently 
been finalized, police said, as 
the victim’s 3-year-old step- 
brother admitted to a family 
member that it was he who ac- 
tually tripped the trigger of the 
12-gauge shotgun. 

In addition the Wayne 
County Prosecutor’s office has 
ordered the arrest of the gun 
owner, Scott Martin, 28, who 
resides in the Oak Brook 
Townhouse area of Romulus, 
on an involuntary manslaugh- 
ter charge. 

Assistant Prosecutor Nancy 
Diehl would only say that Mar- 
tin is accused of being grossly 
negligent with the gun within 
his home and allowed it to be 
touched by the two small chil- 
dren. 

Martin was arrested last 
Thursday and arraigned be- 
fore 34th District Court Judge 
William Szlinis. He was or- 
dered held in $10,000 personal 
bond with a preliminary hear- 
ing slated for Jan. 19.

Martin placed the gun down 
without employing a safety de- 
vice, police were told, when he 
answered the phone. 

At first it was assumed that 
the youngster accidentally pul- 
led the trigger himself, but 
later the question surfaced 
about who pulled the trigger

In April 1992, Wayne County 
Prosecutor John O’Hair de- 
cided to charge adults in such 
cases in an effort to bring some 
public attention to rash of gun 
accidents involving children. 

However, O’Hair admits that 
his campaign has not shown 
tremendous public accep- 
tance. Many “feel we are com- 
pounding the tragedy,” O’Hair 
said. 

While Martin faces a sen- 
tence ranging from probation 
to 15 years in prison, history is 
on his side showing that very 
few have been jailed in such 
cases.

‘This is the first year we are 
attempting this type of pro- 
ject,” class adviser Ron Bayes 
said, “and it will benefit us 
greatly, teaching us job skills 
and responsibility we will 
need later in life. 

“Not only will it improve 
our writing, but it will help us 
in cooperative learning, teach- 
ing us to deal with the profes- 
sional business world,” Bayes 
added. 

A fund raiser is planned 
next year to help supplement 
the $4,000 to $6,000 in school 
funds, he said.

$115,000 and $114,000 had ap- 
parently been switched from 
an account owned by the vic- 
tim and her husband to an ac- 
count operated by the victim 
and Frye.

The official charge, Snyder 
said, is larceny over $100. Frye 
was arrested on Dec. 22 and 
arraigned the same day. Her 
preliminary hearing is slated 
for Jan. 19 in 34th District 
Court. 

Frye is currently out on 
$10,000 personal bond.

Control Unit of the 34th Dis- 
trict Court, including Romulus 
Mayor Beverly McAnally, re- 
main angry and frustrated by 
the lack of information pro- 
vided them by the district 
court judges. 

McAnally has charged that 
Szlinis also had a second audit 
of the court finances done by a 
private firm and has failed to 
share its findings with the con- 
trol unit. 

While admitting she had not 
met the new administrator yet 
Monday night, McAnally 
asked, “One of the things I 
want to know is what is he 
going to do about the $200,000 
the court owes the city of Ro- 
mulus?” 

Ramsey explained that he is 
familiar with the past prob- 
lems in the 34th Dis'trict and 
has a history of correcting such 
problems. 

Ramsey, who most recently 
served as court administrator 
of the 55th District Court in In- 
gham County, said his strength 
of being a “problem solver” 
fits in tightly with the needs of 
the local court. 

On Thursday, Ramsey said 
he will begin his “open door” 
policy as court administrator 
in Romulus. 

Ramsey, who reported he 
underwent a rigorous ques- 


tioning process by the screen- 
ing committee and a second 
interview session by the three 
judges, said he feels fully able 
and qualified to take on the 
task of tightening up financial 
and security procedures in- 
side the court house. 

While serving as court 
house leader, media communi- 
cation chief and judicial advi- 
sor, Ramsey explained “I also 
serve at the beck and call of 
the judges.” 

A graduate of Lansing Com- 
munity College, Ramsey is cur- 
rently attending Central 
Michigan University, seeking a 
degree in public administra- 
tion. 

He also is one of only about 
600 persons who have gradu- 
ated from the Court Executive 
Development program. The 
studies are sponsored by the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 

He and 19 others created an 
extensive study entitled “Case 
Flow Managementa - A Prac- 
tioner’s Guide,” a reference 
book which has been sent to 
all of the state’s district, pro- 
bate and circuit courts for offi- 
cial use. 

Ramsey, who will soon be 
moving to Belleville, currently 
is single and the father of two 
teenage children. 

Outside of the court house, 
Ramsey enjoys running and 
playing squash. “Other than 
that I consider myself the De- 
troit Red Wings No. 1 fan,” he 
said. 


Year ends with election recount, fires 


November 

Romulus Wesleyan Church 
Pastor Donald (Mike) Mc- 
Clellan informed the City 
Council his 138-year-old 
church wanted to place an of- 
fer to buy Kennedy Park on re- 
cord. 

McClellan said his congre- 
gation was in a growth mode 
and needed to expand in the 
near future. 

More than 200 picketers 
marched outside the Environ 
mental Disposal Services 
property on Nov. 13. 

Romulus City Council can- 
didate Mary Collins, who came 
up one vote short in the No- 
vember election returns, de- 
manded a recount. 

Michael Prybyla’s victory 
was challenged by Collins, 
who put up $180 to payffor the 
recount. 

The election voting natu- 
rally was the closest in the city 
history. 

Environmental testing was 
planned on property adjoining 
both Romulus Middle School 
and Wick Elementary School. 

The testing was deemed 
necessary since property near 
the school formerly contained 
a local dump that was found to 
contain numerous barrels of 
industrial waste. 

The city of Romulus won the 
battle for a temporary injunc- 


tion imposed against Environ- 
mental Disposal Services 
(EDS). Meanwhile, Saturday 
picketing continued near the 
EDS well site. 

Former 34th District Court 
Administrator Tamara Sue 
Riopelle called a press confer- 
ence in Southgate and de- 
clared her innocence in the 
audit- state police criminal 
probe of the court financial 
dealings. 

She also announced she had 
applied for the administrator 
position, since her former job 
was abolished.

December 

Romulus Police Chief Fred 
Dansby failed to win reap- 
pointment from Mayor Beverly 


McAnally. Dansby had served 
as chief since Jan. 2, 1989. 

The Romulus Roman was re- 
named the official city news- 
paper by a vote of 5-1 of city 
council members. Councilman 
Noah (Pete) Bergeron was ab- 
sent when the vote was taken. 

A record of more than 
$21,000 was collected by more 
than 320 walkers in the annual 
Romulus-Belleville CROP 
walk for the hungry. 

Two Detroit teens were 
found guilty of murder in a 
bench trial concerning the 
shooting death of Romulus 
teenager Bayette (Yogi) Elrod 
last March. 

Councilman Noah (Pete) Be- 
rgeron informed Romulus En- 
vironmentalists Care About 
People (RECAP) member 
Steve Lewkowicz that he will 
not surrender his vote on envi- 
ronmental injection well is- 
sues despite an alleged 
conflict of interest stemming 
from the purchase of the prop- 
erty for the well from Be- 
rgeron’s father-in-law.

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Local artist exhibits need for peace at gallery

It is with us every day. It has 
become a part of life in Amer- 
ica. We hear about it on the 
radio, see it on television and 
read about it in the news- 
papers. 

Violence is now a part of 
our culture and it is affecting 
children and adults of all ages. 
But Canton Township resident 
Connie Lucas thinks that has 
to change -and she’s attempt- 
ing to depict that need for 
change with her art. 

Lucas has captured the var- 
ious aspects of violence in so- 
ciety in an exhibit of her 
paintings on display at the 
Swords Into Plowshares Peace 
Center and Gallery, 33 East 
Adams in Detroit. 

She is being featured with 
Arnold McBay from St. Cathar- 
ines, Ontario in the exhibit 
“Hands Across The Border.” 

Lucas said this is her first 
. two-person gallery exhibition. 
Both artists have exhibited in 
juried shows at the Swords 
• Gallery winning awards for 
their entries. 

The Canton resident’s 22 
masterpieces entitled “Sym- 
bols of Violence and Peace” 

' challenge viewers to identify 
with personal symbols, includ- 
ing tools of war and the dove of 
peace. Lucas’ goal is for on- 
lookers to see in her work the 
insanity of war, but that “peace 
is attainable.” 

Lucas teaches art in the 
adult education program in 
the Plymouth/Canton school 
system and the Visual Arts As- 
sociation in Livonia. 

“The project itself was star- 
ted around 1986,” Lucas said. 

’ “It’s an ongoing interest I have 
in this particular series.”

Lucas said she began her 
art project with the focus on 
violence after seeing so much 
of it on television. 

“It’s my concern with what I 
see and what I read in the pa- 
per about violence in the soci- 
ety, violence against children 
and war,” Lucas said. “I think 
in the beginning of the year 
(1993), there were 22 different 
confrontations going on 
around the world. And, our 
hope is for peace. 

“It seems like attaining 
peace is always eluding our 
grasp, and we just can’t get it. 
But, we hope we can get better 
at it.” 

Lucas said she often uses 
children’s toys as symbols of 
war in her art work. 

“I use very simple shapes of 
guns, crosses, tanks and 
jeeps,” Lucas said. “I then use 
peace symbols like doves and 
eagles. With this series I have 
two three-dimensional pieces 
and the rest are between 
acrylic and mixed water col- 
ors.” 

This talented artist doesn’t 
just work on one project at a 
time. She said she sometimes 
concentrates on numeTous art- 
works at the same time. 


“I work on several espe- 
cially with the water color pro- 
cess because you have to wait 
for layers to dry, so then it al- 
lows you to work on other pro- 
jects at the same time,” Lucas 
said. 

Lucas said she began nur- 
turing her talent for art in 
grade school. 

“In grade school and in high 
school I loved to draw,” Lucas 
said. “The first award I ever 
won as a student was the Mich- 
igan Art Scholastics.” 

The drive to succeed as an 
artist, however, didn’t appear 
until Lucas said she was in her 
30s. 

“What happened is, when I 
hit around 30, I was sort of 
going through a life crisis.” 
Lucas said. “I thought of it as a 
turning point in my life where 
I was doing all these things for 


my children and family, and I 
wasn’t doing anything for my- 
self. 

“So, I started taking night 
school classes in drawing at 
the local high school. Now, I’m 
teaching those very same 
classes I started in.” 

Lucas went back to college 
when she turned 40 to attain 
her bachelor’s degree. She fin- 
ished her master’s degree in 
1991 at Eastern Michigan Uni- 
versity in painting. 

As Lucas looks back when 
she was a child growing up in 
the Detroit area, she said she 
sees the level of violence in- 
creasing at alarming rates. 

“The thing is it’s something 
that happens to people no mat- 
ter where you live,” Lucas 
said. “I walk on a regular basis 
in Canton, and right on Beck 
Road a couple years back a 


girl got grabbed. A couple of 
women a while back got 
grabbed on the bike path in 
Canton. 

“Violence happens every- 
where, and what it has done is 
made people be on their guard 
all the time now.” 

Lucas said it was the mur- 
der of her husband’s brother- 
in-law in downtown Detroit 
which affected the way she 
thought about many things in- 
cluding the intensity of vio- 
lence in the world. 

“When I went to school it 
was safe and fun to go to 


school,” Lucas said. “Today, 
children aren’t safe any- 
where.” 

Lucas’ juried shows include 
Michigan Watercolor Society 
(1992, three awards), Ann Ar- 
bor Women Painters Winter 
Exhibition (1992, second place) 
and Butler Museum Institute 
of American Arts, Youngstown, 
Ohio. 

The gallery is open for 
viewers from 11 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
Tuesday, Thursday and Satur- 
day. Hands will be presented 
through Feb. 26. For group 
tickets call 965-5422.

Pizzeria is robbed 

A “Mutt and Jeff’ pair of bandits 
robbed Mr. Bill’s Pizza of Romulus 
Wednesday night, after the taller of 
the two stuck a silver revolver in the 
young attendant’s face and asked 
“Do you know what this is?”

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Teen faces charges in abuse of baby

A 17-year-old Church'll High School student 
was bound over to Detroit Recorder’s Court for 
trial on first-degree felony child abuse charges 
after allegedly shaking a 1-year-old infant for ap 
proximately five minutes causing paralysis on the 
right side of the child’s body, according to West- 
land police Sgt. Laura Moore. 

Brian Spencer Sant, who is being tried as an 
adult, was released on a $7,500 personal condi- 
tional bond, with the stipulation he not baby sit or 
have any child under the age of 18 in his sole 
custody. If convicted of the charge, Sant could 
face a maximum of 15 years in prison. 

Moore referred to this act as the shaken baby 
syndrome and said the consequences could have 
been much worse.

“Normally children die from this,” Moore said. 

The victim was one of seven children Sant was 
babysitting on Dec. 15 for a couple with five foster 
children under the age of 6 and two 7- year-old 
children. Sant had been taking care of the chil- 
dren for approximately a year and a half without 
any prior problems, according to the mother. 


“I met Brian through the ROTC program my 
daughter was involved with at high school. He 
started out as a mother’s helper, then became my 
babysitter,” the woman testified. 

The mother said Sant cared for the children as 
often as three times per week and would adminis- 
ter medicine to the children, including the victim, 
who was diagnosed with epilepsy, asthma and 
was born drug addicted. 

The woman left Sant with the children twice on 
the afternoon of Dec. 15. The second time she left, 
around 3:30 p.m., the baby, who had a cold, was 
sleeping in the family room. 

“He had a runny nose, but he was active and 
playful,” the woman said of her child’s behavior 
earlier that day. 

When the woman returned home around 5:30

The Woodward Avenue store 
was known to “have every- 
thing” in stock. If the Hudson 
store didn’t have it, the item 
just wasn’t available, cus- 
tomers would say.

Feed, seed sold 

Shop measures up to past 


Tucked behind small factories, offices 
and businesses just a block from busy, 
bustling Michigan Avenue, Goodmen’s 
Feed Store continues to dispense bulk 
seeds, straw and animal food just as its 
operators have done for the past several 
decades. 

The old-fashioned feed store, 
equipped with boxes and drawers of 
bulk vegetable seeds, is located in the 
heart of Wayne on the corner of Second 
and Bush streets. 

“I don’t know how long the feed store 
has been here, but the Goodmen name is 
an old, well-known name in Wayne,” said 
Steve Taylor, son of the present owners. 
“My parents have owned the store for the 
past 20 years.” 

Although the rear of the store features 
a variety of new products, the front coun- 
ter provides a look into the past with its 
shelves of bulk seeds in pull-out drawers. 



Wildflower seeds as well as popular veg- 
etable and flower seeds are available for 
planting, and, in the spring, Goodmen’s 
also stocks starter plants. 

Taylor measures out bulk seeds in 
quantities from a quarter of an ounce up 
to a pound in a turn-of-the-century 
Toledo scale.

Boy, 3, 
admits 
shooting 
brother

The fatal shot, which killed 
a 6-year-old boy two days after 
Christmas, was fired by the 
youngster’s, 3-year-old half- 
brother. 

On Dec. 27, James Allen 
Hunt, 6, was accidentally shot 
in the head by a shotgun in the 
Romulus apartment of his 
mother’s boyfriend, Scott Mar- 
tin. At the time of the incident, 
it was reported that the young- 
ster had fired the fatal shot 
himself while handling the 
loaded gun in Martin’s apart- 
ment. 

Romulus police were baf- 
fled for several days as they 
attempted to determine how 
James Allen Hunt could have 
pulled the trigger on a shotgun 
which was almost as tall as he 
was. Later, the victim’s 3- year- 
old half-brother told a family 
member that he was the one 
who accidently shot his older 
brother. 

Martin, 28, faces a prelimi- 
nary hearing Wednesday on an 
involuntary manslaughter 
charge involving the shooting 
death of the boy, who is the son 
of his girl friend, Cheryl Be- 
nitez. 26. 

Police reported on Dec. 27 
that Martin had obtained a 12- 
gauge shotgun and brought it 
into his apartment for the pro- 
tection of his girlfriend, who 
had earlier reported receiving 
a threatening call. 

Martin is slated to appear in 
the 34th District Court of Ro- 
mulus at 9 a.m. Wednesday on 
the involuntary murder 
charge. He currently is free on 
$10,000 personal bond. 


Area to remember slain civil rights hero

If the assassin’s bullet had missed its target 
standing on the second floor of a Memphis motel, 
what would Dr. Martin Luther Jr. have to say to- 
day as the nation prepares to commemorate his 
65th birthday? 

Would Dr. King be pleased with the work and 
progress of the Civil Rights movement, a move- 
ment he fought and died for? 

Would he say that his dream, a dream of racial 
equality and justice, has truly become a reality? 

And would he see a nation of people oblivious 
to racial discrimination, words only to be found 
in history books? 

Nearly three decades after an assassin si- 
lenced the strongest voice of this century that 
called out and prayed for justice, Dr. King’s 
dream remains just that a dream. 


In his 39 years. Dr. King managed to 
accomplish more than all of the would-be 
civil rights advocates have in the past 
three decades since his death. 


If he had lived, few would doubt he would re- 
group his forces, call them back to the trenches 
and the front lines of the civil rights movement, 
and urge them to renew the fight for racial equal- 
ity. 

The recipient of the 1964 Nobel Peace Prize for 
his work for racial justice would chastise those 
who have been sidetracked and distracted from 
the issue that as long as one man’s rights are 
violated, then no one is safe. 


In his 39 years, Dr. King managed to accom- 
plish more than all of the would-be civil rights 
advocates have in the past three decades since 
his death. Lest we forget, Dr. King organized the 
boycott of the Montgomery, Alabama transit com- 
pany in 1955 that precipitated the desegregation 
of transit system in that state and inevitably in 
the south. 

Under his leadership and guidance, Dr. King 
led the march on Washington, rallying some quar- 
ter of a million people to the doorsteps of the 
Lincoln Memorial. 

That march forced open the doors to the 1965 
Civil Rights Act and Voting Rights Act. 

And who will ever forget Dr. King’s vision of 
the future, his Dream, of a nation that has crossed 
a bridge into a promised land where one looks 
upon one’s skin and differences as the work of 
God.

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2 face charges in shooting

A Jan. 19 court examination 
has been scheduled for two lo- 
cal men charged with assault 
with intent to murder and fel- 
ony firearm before 29th Dis- 
trict Court Judge Carolyn 
Archbold. 

Christopher A. Boyd, 18, of 
Westland, and Jason Scott 
Krasson, 18, of Garden City, al- 
legedly were involved in a 
drive-by shooting incident 
which occurred at 4:20 a.m. 
Dec. 6 at the old Nankin apart- 
ments on Wayne, 35550 west 
Michigan Ave. 

Several gun shots were fired 


through the window of apart- 
ment 17, according to Wayne 
police Lt. Mel Drews. Five res- 
idents were home at the time 
of the incident, however, no 
one was injured. 

“It appears the window was 
shot out intentionally,” Drews 
said. “Evidence has been col- 
lected, and we are conducting 
a thorough investigation." 

Drews said the incident in- 
volves problems between one 
group of individuals living in 
the apartment and another 
group living outside the area. 

Boyd and Krasson were ar- 
raigned before Archbold last 
week, and a $50,000 cash bond 
was set for each. The defen- 


dants are in the Wayne County 
jail awaiting the examination. 

The two men also have 
charges of armed robbery 
pending from Westland, ac- 
cording to Drews. 

If Boyd and Krasson are 
found guilty of the offenses, 
they could receive up to life in 
prison for the assault with in- 
tent to murder charge and two 
years for felony firearm. 

The Wayne Police Depart- 
ment is continuing an investi- 
gation. Drews said he would 
appreciate anyone with infor-

MASTER MARSHALL R GAGNE 

President and Pounder of 
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Resident turns blocks of into artistic masterpieces 




The masterpieces may be fleeting -but the satisfaction 
remains. 

Not many artists would brave the freezing temperatures 
and expose themselves to the elements for the joy of creat- 
ing a work which will only last until the mercury rises 
above the freezing mark. But then, Westland resident Chris 
Sokolowski has never thought of his artwork as anything 
but unusual. 

Sokolowski is one of the brave, and one of the few, ice 
carvers who chop, chisel and melt huge blocks of ice into 
sculptures worthy of a museum -a very cold museum. 

There are a few individuals, however, who have the raw 
talent for this unique hobby, eyes that can see beyond a 
solid block of ice to the flying eagle, the fountain, the floral 
vase or the other wonders which only wait to be released by 
the sculptor’s clever hand. 

Sokolowski. owner of one of the largest ice sculpting 
businesses in the state, has this gift. He was one of the many 
competitors at the 11194 Plymouth International Ice Spec- 
tacular this week. 

He said he has always had an interest in the art of ice 
chiseling, but did not take it seriously il he took a few 
classes from a master chef at Schoolcraft College approx- 
imately three years ago in the culinary arts program. 



“I started out actually by helping one of the instructors,” 
Sokolowski said. “I am a graduate of the culinary arts pro- 
gram. I am probably one of the only graduates who has 
their own ice sculpting business, Sokol’s Sculptures.” 

With his business, Sokol creates a variety of center- 
pieces including birds, vases and portraits for weddings, 
birthdays and special engagements such as the recent 
North American International Auto Show at Cobo Hall. 

His ice sculpting talents can also be observed at McPher- 
son Hospital where he is a chef, food service director. 

“I’ve been in the ice business three years, and it has 
been going very well,” Sokolowski said. “I’ve sold more ice 
than anyone in the Detroit area last year so I think that’s 
pretty good.” 

Sokolowski’s first masterpiece was an eagle. He said 
sculpting birds has become somewhat of a trademark for 
him. 

“My last name means falcon in Polish,” Sokolowski said. 
“After I accomplished the eagle, I made it into a signature 
piece. Then, I made it part of my logo for my business.” 

Ice sculpting isn’t an easy craft, according to Sokolowski. 
It takes a lot of skill. 

“It’s a learned talent,” Sokolowski said. “I believe I have 
natural ability, but I didn’t think I was an artist when I 
started. Now, I look at myself as a sculptor so it’s really a 
developed art. 

“Drawing helps. If you can draw well, you can normally 
have the same flow of your hand as you do with the chisel." 

Sokolowski said when he begins turning a block of ice 
into piece of art, he draws the actual design whatever he is 
working with onto the ice first before chiseling. 

“I draw it onto the block with a marker,” Sokolowski 
said. “In competition, you generally get about three hours 
to carve, but in real life, for weddings, carvings take about 1 
1/2 hours to two hours. So in competition, you really want to 
take a put a lot of detail in designs.” 

The International Auto Show was Sokolowski’s most rfe- 
cent venture. He assisted ice carving experts Dan Hugelier 
and Ted Wakar with constructing a 10-block sculpture in 
front of the doors of Cobo. 

“We did the show logo and a prototype of a concept car 
that won a contest by a student,” Sokolowski said. “The two 
gentlemen that helped me are probably the best in the 
country.” 

“1 really enjoy it,” Sokolowski said. “I m really an 
outdoorsman. Cold weather doesn’t bother me.” 

The most difficult masterpiece Sokolowski said he has 
ever created was the lion because it took six blocks of ice to 
construct the image. 

“I carve to please myself, not the people that look at 
them,” Sokolowski said. “They don’t see the mistakes 1 do. 
I’m a perfectionist. I always make sure when 1 walk away 
I’m self gratified because, after all, it melts. You can’t keep 
these art pieces like a drawing.” 

Sokolowski said besides carving, he enjoys looking at his 
work after it is completed. 

“I always change clothes after I finish a piece at a com- 
petition and go back to my work and listen to what all the 
people are saying about it,” Sokolowski said. “I always try 
to be humble and not let them know I did the work.”

Snowbirds need to care for cars 


With the onset of the cold, 
gray winter months, thousands 
of northerners take flight to 
the warmer southern states. 
While many travelers leave 
their cars home, others take 
them along. 

No matter which plan is fol- 
lowed, AAA Michigan suggests 
local snowbirds prepare their 
vehicles. 

When storing a car in win- 
ter, AAA Michigan Emergency 
Road Service Manager Gerry 
Gutowski recommends making 
certain all fluids, including oil 
and coolant, are fresh and 
filled to the correct level. 
Properly inflate tires (includ- 
ing the spare) and remove the 
car battery to a dry location. 

The car should be cleaned 
thoroughly inside and out. Ap- 
ply wax to the exterior and ap- 
propriate treatments to 
leather, plastics and rubber. 
Place containers of a drying 
agent inside the vehicle to pre- 
vent moisture build-up and 


cover the vehicle with a 
breathable, non- waterproof 
cover. 

Be certain the vehicle is 
parked in a secure garage that 
is dry, clean and free of pests. 
If possible, do not set the park- 
ing brake. 

“If these recommendations 
are followed, motorists can en- 
joy their trip without worrying 
about the vehicles they left be- 
hind,” Gutowski said. “Upon 
returning, recharge and recon- 
nect the battery and check all 
fluid levels, brakes, hoses and 
belts. Examine them again af- 
ter driving about 100 miles.” 

When driving a car south for 
the winter, it is equally impor- 
tant to prepare, Gutowski ad- 
vised. 

Before making a long- 
distance drive, check all the 
tires (including the spare) for 
proper inflation, even wear 
and tread life. Make sure the 
jack works and you have all 
necessary tools.

Check the lights and brakes 
and consider changing oil, fil- 
ter and coolant. Replace wiper 
blades if old or worn and fill 
the washer reservoir. Belts 
and hoses should be in- 
spected. The heater, defroster 
and air conditioner also 
should be checked. 

Having your car inspected 
by a certified technician is a 
good way to be certain all sys- 
tems are in proper operating 
condition. 

Motorists should also take a 
first-aid kit, flashlight, flares 
or reflector triangles, gloves 
and a basic tool kit on long dis- 
tance drives'. Also take pre- 
scription medication and extra 
eyeglasses, if necessary. An ex- 
tra set of car keys is a good 
idea. A full-service motor club 
can help plan your trip, ar- 
range reservations and pro- 
vide detailed maps and travel 
information. A motor club also 
can provide emergency road 
service, if needed.
